SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video advertising material entitled First Time Broken 1 is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The material describes a man being tortured and inflicted with extreme violence. The 
language used is graphic and evokes clear imagery of the man being flogged, 
restrained and tortured by an anonymous man. Such salacious description in an 
advertising format is considered to tend to promote this activity by making it sound 
exciting. 

The availability of material which tends to promote acts of torture and the infliction of 
extreme violence is deemed objectionable under the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993. In this instance, this classification overrides the NZ Bill of 
Rights Act 1990. 
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
